BOSTON, Oct. 7 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told a mecting of 
distributors today that “under mod- 
en conditions effective defense 
must be total defense, and total 
de‘ense comprises not only the 
military and naval factors, but the 
industrial, the agricultural and the 
standard of living factors as well.” 

The President’s message, and 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
and Secretary of “ommerce Jesse 
Jones, were read to the Twelfth 
Boston Conference on Distribution, 
a two-day session bringing togeth- 
er many of the nation’s leading 
business men and economists. 
Text of Message. 

The text of President Roose- 
velt’s message: 

“It is a pleasure to send you 


other conference on_ distribution. 
The processes of distribution were 
never more important to the wel- 
fare of our people than they are 
today. For, in addition to their 
accustomed scope, they must now 
also serve to facilitate and speed 
the great effort of national de- 
fense. 

“It is to be emphasized that the 
new responsibilities which the de- 
fense program places upon the dis- 
tributers of America are additional 
to those of ordinary times, and do 
not replace them. Under modern 
conditions effective defense must 
be total defense and total defense 
comprises not only the military 
and naval factors, but the industrial, 
the agricultural and the standard 
of living factors as well. 

“Our industrial processes must be 
B® even more efficient than before. 

The raw materials and foodstuffs |

which total defense imposes. | 

“The progress that you make.

tribute in that measure to the. 
strength of national defense.” | 

Stark’s Speech. | 

Gov. Lloyd C. Stark of Missouri, | 
outspoken opponent of _ interstate 
trade barriers, asserted that “buy. 
at home” campaigns were “stupid | 
and destructive” and asserted lack | 
of free trade among the states “is| 
the route to economic destruction 
and war.” 

“When a state or nation stifles 
trade, it strikes at the pocketbook | 
and at the market basket of its| 
neighbor, and that, as we have 
seen so clearly in recent years, is 
the route to economic destruction 
and war,” he said. 

Secretary Hull said that in order 
to overcome present abnormal 
world conditions it was “essential 
for the American nations to con-| 
sult and co-operate with each other | 
to the end that the maximum of | 
constructive action may be under- | 
taken for the common good of all.” 
Jones asserted that “as the tempo 
of the nation’s defense program | 
quickens. the burden on our sys- 
tem of distribution will increase 
immeasurably.”

Chairman John J. Griffin, who 
was appointed some months ago 
following the resignation of former 
Commissioner Russell Murphy, and 
his fellow commissioners, Lee J. 
Brosnahan of Kansas City and S. 
Warren Coglizer of Joplin, collab- 
orated in devising an entirely new 
set of regulations governing boxing 
and wrestling, revised proofs of 
which are in the :hands of this 
writer. 

Other helpful revisions than 
those mentioned have been made, 
particularly as to boxing. But from 
the professional fighter’s stand- 
point, the outstanding changes 
have been with regard to fouls and 
to emphasizing of the importance 
of the referee. 

Under the new rules, all questions 
of fouls are strictly up to the ref- 
eree. He can forfeit a round, and 
even disqualify the boxers for be- 
low-the-belt punches. 

But, recognizing that pretenders 
may sink to the floor claiming 
fouls without having been foully 
hit, the question of the justice of 
such claims lies with the referee. 
If he thinks the alleged victim is 
shamming, he may count him out. 
If he is in doubt, he may call in a 
physician to help him reach a de- 
cision. 

The insurance protection demand- 
ed in one clause is of real value, 
since it safeguards officials, princi- 
pals and the public from damage by 
accident. 

Had this rule been in the code 
veral years ago, former Referee 
Harry Sharpe would have been re- 
imbursed for injuries he suffered 
after refereeing a wrestling bout 
promoted by Tom Packs. Sharpe 
was attacked and so badly hurt on 
that occasion that it was months 
before he was able to resume work. 
But there was no financial protec- 
tion provided for him in case of in- 
jury and his lawsuit to recover 
damages failed.

For one thing, Italy’s 
aspirations are too avid and long- 
standing to be restrained indefinite- 
ly. For another thing, Yugoslavia 
has committed the unforgivable sin 
of refusing to climb on the Nazi- 
Fascist bandwagon and such ac- 
tions have always been avenged, as 
Carol of Rumania may now testify. 

Yugoslavia’s heterogeneous popula- 
tion of more than 15,000,000 consists 
of about 8,000,000 Serbs, 4,500,000 
Croatians and 1,000,000 Slovenes 
with about 600,000 Albanians and 
500,000 Hungarians thrown in. This 
hodge-podge of races constitutes the 
structural weakness of the kingdom 
of southern Slavs. It offers rare 
opportunities for separatist and au- 
tonomist propaganda such as the 
Nazis exploited so cleverly in 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

Nevertheless, Yugoslaviaisa psy- 
chological, as well as a physical, 
contradiction. So long as it was 
confronted by no serious external 
threat, this Balkan state was torn 
by internal quarrels between the 
Serbs and Croatian autonomists. 
An eleventh-hour truce was 
achieved on the very eve of the 
war's outbreak last year. Since 
then, Yugoslavia has been more 
united as a nation than at any time 
throughout its 20 tumultuous years 
of existence.

Prince Paul’s Policy.

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ADMIRAL STIRLING’S WAR PLAN. 

The threat of the new German-Italian-Japanese 
military alliance—that American entry into the Eu- 
ropean war would bring attacks upon us by all three 
Powers—has dampened the enthusiasm of most inter- 
ventionists. Even though some of them had for 
months advocated a declaration of war against Ger- 
many, and the immediate sending of ships and planes 
to the war zone, they have been rather taken aback 
by the prospect of war on two fronts. 

Now a revised technique of interventionism has 
been presented by Admiral Yates Stirling Jr., retired, 
one of the earliest and most persistent in favoring 
America’s entry into the war, In fact, even before 
the European conflict broke out, Admiral Stirling 
urged that this country take a hand, and last Oc- 
tober was calling on America to join the Allies, It, 
is significant of the damper that has been thrown 
on the interventionists’ ideas that Admiral Stirling 
now is compelled to acknowledge that “for some 
years to come, our navy will be inadequate to de- 
fend our national interests in both oceans.” 

So he presents a formula for averting a two-front 
war: 

Our best strategy is to take the most important 
enemy first, and only one at a time. If Japan 
carries out her aggressive intention in the Pa- 
cific, then, after we have helped Britain defeat 
Hitler, restitution of injuries committed by’ 
Japan can be undertaken. | 
In everyday language, we are to fight Germany 

first, and then, after she is defeated, we fight Japan. 

A war with Germany, if we enter it, will be a tre- 
mendous undertaking. All competent authorities 
agree that the Nazis are now so strongly intrenched 
in Europe that their overthrow will require years of 
fighting. This country will not be prepared for a 
long time to fight effectively in Europe, even if it 
wanted to, and certainly the prospect of another war 
immediately after a struggle with Germany opens up 
an appalling vista. 

And what will the Japanese be doing while we are 


fighting Hitler? They will not be politely sitting by, 
waiting for us to choose the time when we will fight 


in the Pacific. With the American fleet perforce 
removed to the Atlantic, the Japanese will be able to 
grab everything they want in the Pacific, to build 
more ships and to strengthen their positions against 
our coming attack. | 

The American people are overwhelmingly in favor 
of the vast armament program the-Government has 
now embarked upon. Do they want these new weap- 
ons and the new army used for defense, or for two 
vast military expeditions across the seas? Admiral 
Stirling has stated frankly what the possibilities 


are. It is for the people to study the far-reaching 
military plans of the retired Admirals and other 
interventionists, and to decide.

York about two years ago, or per- 
haps the JU-89, the military ver-

Why § this quick switch in 
thought? Are the Germans plan- 
ning to use greater bombs than the 
customary one-tonners? One would 
ordinarily think that the bigger 
the bomb the greater the effect, 
but that ig only partially true. Dou- 
ble the amount of explosive, with 
barricades intervening in the form 
of other structures between the 
bomb landing and adjacent build- 
ings, and the effect is seldom more 
than a fraction more destructive. 
There is a chance, however, that 
some big bomber may catch a bat- 
tleship with a 5000-pound bomb, 
and the result is going to be ede- 
cisive. In this regard, it is inter- 
esting to note that two years ago 
a four-engined Junkers took a pay- 
load of 22,046 pounds up 23,759 feet. 
There are several other angles 
of this war which need clearing 
up. The British tell us their fleet 
dominates the Mediterranean, and 
that the Italian navy is always 
running for its life to harbors and 
sheltered spots. On the _ other 
hand, the Italians have a good 
sized army in Africa waging con- 
stant war against the British and 
on the mareh to Egypt and the 
Suez Canai. 

That army must be fed and sup- 
plied. Hundreds of thousands of 
tons of munitions must be trans- 
ported from Italian bases to that 
army. The only way to get them 
there isin ships. And if the Italian 
navy is worthless, and always run- 
ning away, who protects and con- 
voys those ships? Cracking that 
sea line of supplies would just 
about smash the Italian army. But 
evidently that sea line is not being 
cracked.

MARBLE CAKE LENDS A FESTIVE TOUCH TO ANY OCCASION.

LD-FASHIONED marble cake 
Qs a picturesque appearance 

that lends a festive touch to any 
occasion, from a family meal to a 
party. Nowadays the dark part 
of the cake generally is made with 
chocolate, but if you want to go 
back to the real old-time variety 
you'll use a dark spice cake batter 
intsead. The marble effect is very 
simple to produce; dip into the tube 
pan a spoonful of light batter, then 
a spoonful of dark batter and so 
on, putting light batter over dark 
and dark over light in the second 
layer. 

Dark part: Two and one-fourth 
cups cake flour, one and one-half 
teaspoons soda, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one and one-half tea- 
spoons cinnamon, one and one-half 
teaspoons cloves, three-fourths cup 
butter or other shortening, three- 
fourths cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed, three egg yolks, beaten; 
three tablespoons molasses and 
three-fourths cup buttermilk. 

Light part: Two cups cake flour, 
three,.teaspoons baking powder, 
one- fowtth teaspoon salt, six table- 
spoons butter, three-fourths cup 
granulated sugar, three-fourths 
cup milk and three egg whites. 

Dark part: Sift flour, measure, 
and resift three times with soda, 
salt and spices. Cream butter un- 
til soft; add brown sugar and 
cream thoroughly. Add beaten egg 
yolks and molasses and beat until 
fluffy. Add flour mixture alter- 
nately with buttermilk, beginning 
and ending with flour and beating 
well after each addition. 

Light part: Sift flour, measure, 
and resift three times with baking 
powder and salt. Cream butter and 
blend thoroughly with sugar. Add 
flour mixture and milk alternately, 
beginning and ending with flour 
and beating well after each addi- 
tion. Beat egg whites until stiff 
but not dry, and fold into batter. 

Grease and flour a nine-inch tube 
pan (three and one-half inches 
high). Dip in alternate spoonfuls 
of dark and light batter to form a 
marble effect. Have oven regulated 
to moderately slow (325 degrees 
Fahrenheit); increase to moderate 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) when 
cake is put in. Bake for one hour, 
until cake is nicely browned and 
springy when pressed lightly with 
fingertops. Serves 10 to 12. 

As well liked by the family for 
their eating qualities as by the 
housewife for their ease of prepara- 
tion meat balls should not be neg- 
lected on the budget menu. By 
varying the way they are cooked 
and the sauce served with them, you 
can avoid monotony if you want to 
serve them as often as once every 
week or two. Today’s meat balls 
have a creole sauce which is unique 
in having grated carrot added to 
it, aS well as the usual onion and 
green pepper. This gives more 
body to the sauce, as well as an 
added vitamin—for carrots are rich 
in vitamin A.

Food Needed 
By Children

HILDREN need about the same 
(proportion of ingredients in the 

diet as adults, except in re- 
spect to proteins. Protein is need- 
ed in growth and also stimulates 
the general processes of nutrition. 
Normally in the adult diet the car- 
bohydrates (sweets and starches) 
should make up about half the 
amount of food by weight; fat and 
protein about a quarter. It is easy 
to raise a child’s *protein propor- 
tionately by adding meat or eggs 
or milk. Vitamins and minerals 
are not needed in different quanti- 
ty or proportion than in the adult 
menu. 

The total amount of food needed 
by the child is absolutely and pro- 
portionately to. weight greater than 
for an adult. An adult of 150 
pounds at moderate activity can 
get along on 3000 to 4000 calories 
at the most. 

Gephart, after very 
studies of the pupils at St. Paul’s 
school for boys, found they re- 
quired from 5000 to 6000 calories 
a day. This, of course, presupposes 
some athletic activity. 

Palmer, who has made a number 
of studies in the important field 
of childhood nutrition, gives the 
following as a sample menu for a 
child of 12 years:

Answer — Tuberculosis of the 
bone has a sluggish ac ivity. It 
usually appears as a primary in- 
fection in the bone—that is, with- 
out. manifestations of tuberculosis 
elsewhere as a primary focus. For 
instance, there is seldom evidence 
of tuberculosis in the lungs in these 
cases and therefore there is no 
“open” source of transmission of 
the germs to others. For that rea- 
son a patient with tuberculosis of 
the bones is not a source of dan- 
ger to others.

It is unfortunate that choking 
cannot be accomplished in a quiet 
and seemly manner. As it is, chok- 
ing distracts the attention of all 
persons present, interrupts the easy 
flow of conversation and otherwise 
throws a pleasant assemblage into 
turmoil. Things can't go on until 
the victim is unchoked, the Jam 
broken and traffic rerouted. 

The most popular remedy is beat- 
ing the victim violently on the 
back in the hope of shaking some- 
thing loose.

HE art of looking statuesque

Dur- 
ing the next couple of months he 
threw away several more letters 
from Schuster. The publisher, who 
is the last man in the world to 
mope over unrequited correspond- 
ence with a potential Simon & 
Schuster author, persuaded a hand- 
ball-playing friend to take him to 
the New York A. C, and cornered 
Ripley in the locker room. “I’m 
just a two-cent man,” Ripley said 
when Schuster proposed getting 
out a “Believe It or Not” book to 
sell for $2.50. Schuster finally ob- 
tained a promise from Ripley to 
paste up samples of his work, but 
Ripley was so dilatory about this 
that the book didn’t come out until 
1928. It was followed by a second 
volume, and in 1934 by an omnibus 
book made up of the contents of 
the first two. Altogether, over 
500,000 copies of these books have 
been sold. Schuster sent a copy of 
the first one to Hearst, who wired 
that it was the best thing Simon 
& Schuster had ever published and 
told King Features to get Ripley. 
Several other syndicates were then 
bidding for him, but King Features 
signed him up to a contract that 
paid him over $100,000 the first 
year. Also as a direct result of 
the book, Ripley was paid $350,000 
for making 26 Vitaphone shorts in 
1930. In the 18 months following 
the publication of the first “Believe 
It or Not” book, Ripley made over 
$1,000,000 from the syndicate, the 
book, and movie and radio con- 
tracts. Several hundred thousand 
dollars of this went in taxes to the 
Federal and state governments. His 
mail assumed enormous propor- 
tions, and so Many messages were 
sent to him addressed “To the 
damnedest liar in the world” or 
simply in ripped (Ripley) enve- 
lopes that, in 1930, Postmaster- 
General Walter F, Brown issued a 
departmental order which read in 
part, “Such letters hereafter will 
be either returned to the sender or 
sent to the Dead Letter Office. 
Postal clerks have had to devote 
too much time recently to decipher- 
ing freak letters intended for Rip- 
ley.” 

Ripley lived at the New York 
A. C. until six or seven years ago, 
when he bought a 27-room house 
on an island, near Mamaroneck, 
which he has named Bion (Believe 
It or Not) Island. It is connected 
with the mainland by a causeway 
and is in the middle of a tidal la- 


goon. “The house was in awful 
condition—full of pigeons,” Ripley 
says. He has cleaned it up and 


filled it so full of oddities that his 
friends sometimes feel they are 
calling on Ripley when they visit 
his Odditorium at the fair, and 
vice versa. The barroom contains 
a collection of 540 steins, ranging 
from an Eskimo mug made from 
the tooth socket of a walrus to 
elaborate early seventeenth century 
affairs from Nuremberg. Ripley's 
greatest rival is Joe Cook, and the 
two connoisseurs occasionally swap 
duplicates. Ripley’s barroom is 
further decorated by a chain 365 
feet long, carved out of a single 
10-foot piece of wood. Other house- 
hold bibelots include the Iron Mai- 
den of Nuremberg, a Buddhist 
shrine, a Shinto shrine, and a wood- 
en self-statue which a rather self- 
centered Japanese artist made as 
lifelike as possible by embellishing 
it with his own hair, teeth, finger- 
nails and toenails. Ripley had this 
statue on display at his Broadway 
Odditorium for a while. “Imagine,” 
he wrote in a descriptive booklet 
which sold at this exhibition for 10 
cents, “the excruciating pain this 
artist went through to make it a 
perfect--image of himself!” 

Other objects which contribute 
to the surrealist atmosphere of 
Ripley’s house include chastity 
belts, a roomful of Aztec masks, 
the three-foot shell of a “man-eat- 
ing clam,” a magnetic clock con- 
sisting of a bowl in which a metal 
turtle, attracted by a concealed 
magnetic hand, floats to the num- 


nas 


ber indicating the hour, a small 
reproduction of the Taj Mahal 
which is illuminated by yellow and 


pink lights, a bullet coughed up 


after being in a man’s chest 49 
years, and an aquarium with a 
fish that swims backward. Ripley 
has three or four girl researchers 
of catholic tastes who buy these 
things for him at sales and auc- 
tions and help arrange them in his 
house. He has spent several hun- 
dred thousand dollars on his col- 
lection, which he values at $2,000,- 
000. He sometimes adds to his 
staff while traveling. At times he 
has had Egyptian and Chinese re- 
searcHers on his payroll, 


= = 

MONG Ripley’s peculiarities are 
A: habit of encouraging chip- 

munks to potter about his desk 
while he is drawing his cartoons; the 
affecting, at home, of a costume con- 
sisting simply of bathrobe and slip- 
pers; and a passion for moving 
heavy objects. He persuades the 
chipmunks to come in by leaving 
a window of his study open and 
scattering nuts on the sill and 
around the room. He generally 
works on his cartoons from 7 in the 
morning until 11. He has two assist- 
ants, Tom Connolly and C, H. Moore. 
Ripley selects the materials, indi- 
cates the layout and sketches the 
main figures, leaving Connolly and 
Moore to fill out the details and 
do the lettering. In the case of 
such a believe-it-or-not as “a man 
by the name of Lleieusszuieusszess- 
zes Willihiminizisteizpii Hurrizzis- 
steizzii lives in Los Angeles” the 
lettering is quite a job. Around Il 
o'clock, Ripley’s housewifely  in- 
stincts begin to assert themselves 
and he starts moving beds, chairs, 
statues and shrines from one room 
to another. He can never quite 
figure out how best to arrange 
things like the Iron Maiden of 
Nuremberg, a man made of Mexi- 
can basketwork, and a statue of 
a Buddha. He keeps moving these 
things around for several hours, 
taking time off for food, drink 
and thumbing through part of his 
mail. His favorite drink is Royal 
Crown Cola spiked with gin. On 
summer days he goes out on his 
lawn and, with the help of his 
gardener, rearranges the Indian 
totem poles and Chinese temple 
guardians which brighten up _ his 
grounds. His private lagoon, which 
he calls his Bion Lake, is bridged 
from one side of his island to a 
strip of land that lies between the 
lake and the Sound by a wooden 
walk whose railings are carved in 
the shape of letters spelling out 
“BELIEVE IT OR NOT.” To navi- 
gate the lake, Ripley has a birch- 
bark canoe; a long, narrow, cano- 
pied Kashmir boat propelled by 
heart-shaped paddles; a gufa boat, 
which is a circular affair of reeds 
imported from Mesopotamia and 
said to be glued together with the 
same kind of pitch used in Noah's 
Ark: a straw boat from Lake Titi- 
caca in Peru, the highest navigable 
lake in the world, and an Alaskan 
Indian dugout made out of a pine 
log. 

Ripley is unmarried. He was 
divorced 15 or more years ago from 
Beatrice Roberts, a Massachusetts 
beauty-contest winner and former 
“Follies” girl whom he married 
in 1919. She is now the wife of 
a rich Central American. Ripley's 
research girls consider him a great 
catch, and some of them have been 
known to propose to him. He has 
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nodded absently to these proposals 
a few times, but has thought better 
of it in each instance, and is de- 
termined to remain a bachelor. 
Ripley’s travels and the cosmic 
nature of his profession have never 
inspired him to learn any foreign 
language, but they have made him 
something of a conversational au- 
thority on various far-flung mat- 
ters. Small-town in appearance and 
manner, he likes to show that he 
is not as credulous as he looks. 
“Those old Greeks!” he says. “Why, 
a woman can throw the discus fur- 
ther than any Greek. Those Greeks 
didn’t know how to eat. Why, 
eating is a modern invention. They 
ate all kinds of crazy things.” He 
also enjoys telling people that there 
are no jungles or tigers ‘n Africa, 
that unless you deliberately go up 


and poke a lion, it won’t hurt you, 


and that big-game hunting is vast- 
ly overrated. “Shooting lions and 
elephants is as much sportsman- 
ship as shooting a cow,” he says. 
“A water buffalo will run all the 
lions out of the neighborhood. Shoot 
an elephant! Why, an elephant is 
damn near blind. Jeez, it burns 
you up. The only danger on a 
safari is dropping a case of cham- 
pagne on yourself.” Ripley’s con- 
tacts with savages have convinced 
him that their stamina is much 
exaggerated and that the average 
Yale man is in better condition. 

“A modern college boy has every 
native on the face of the earth 
beat,” he says. “Hit an African 
native a good slap and he won't 
get up.” 

Despite such intemperate re- 
marks, Ripley is naturally diffi- 
dent, and, at 47, gives the impres- 
sion of being a rather gentle, over- 
grown adolescent. He often says 
that he is just a boy and explains 
his love of travel by the fact that, 
until recently at least, he never 
really had a home. “I’m, you might 
say, more or less like an orphan,” 
he says. “I never knew whether 
I was traveling or not.” Compared 
to most elderly orphans in the side- 
show business, Ripley is refreshing- 
ly clean-cut. He has never per- 
mitted sexual oddities in his Oddi- 
toriums. He has on the whole a 
certain unconquerable nicety of 
taste and is proud of some refine- 
ments he has sponsored in the oddi- 
torium business, such as having a 
girl swallow neon lights attached 
to an electric circuit instead of 
putting on the old sword-swallow- 
ing act. He feels that a man with 
three honorary college degrees 
should set an increasingly high 
standard in the presentation of 
oddities, and he claims to take 
pleasure in the thought that the 
current goings-on at museums bear- 
ing his name in Flushing and Cali- 
fornia, where men shave with blow- 
torches, hammer spikes into their 
heads and lift seven-pound goldfish 
bowls with their eyelids, are less 
harrowing than were those at the 
Ripley building at the Chicago 
Fair. “At Chicago, i00 people faint- 
ed every day and we had to have 
six beds,” he says. “Here we have 
only three beds and hardly anyone 
has fainted.”

North had a close decision as to 
whether to bid or pass over West’s 
two diamond overcall. Incidentally, 
West’s bid, even though not vul- 
nerable, was highly questionable. 

The ace of diamonds was the 
opening lead, and the king of clubs 
then was laid down. 

It should take little imagination 
for East to co-openate properly. 
Ten clubs are in sight. Declarer 


may have either one or two. In 
the former case, obviously, only 
one club trick can be taken by 


the defenders. In the latter, how- 
ever, two tricks can be won if de- 
clarer is not given the chance to 
discard a losing club! It must be 
remembered that West's two dia- 
mond overcall, considering all the 
high diamonds in sight, could not 
have been made on less than a five 
card suit, which leaves declarer 
with only one. Dummy’'s king, 
therefore, will allow the discard of 
a club unless the club tricks are 
promptly cashed. 

On this reasoning the club king 
must be overtaken with the ace and 
a club returned for West to ruff. 
The spade ace accounts for the 
setting trick.

Currant Cookies 

One cup sugar, three-fourths cup 
butter, two eggs, one-half cup milk, 
one-half nutmeg, grated, four and 
one-half cups flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one cup currants.

Beauty Begins in Childhood

Begins in Childhood.” 
T to stand easily and naturally 

erect, the lower abdomen pulled 
in. chest and head up, back straight. 
This is not a “military” posture. 
Incorrect posture is standing with 
prominent tummy, back curved and 
shoulder blades sticking out. If 
your child assumes this tired-look- 
ing posture, don’t nag at her but 
have your physician check her over. 
If she does not get enough sleep, 
if she is overtired from play, if 
ter diet is not well-balanced or if 
her health is under par, she may 
slump instead of standing up 
straight. The doctor can outline a 
health and hygiene schedule for 
her and show her the right way 
to stand. 

A habitual pose, such as stand- 
ing with the weight on one foot or 
leaning over a school desk in a 
stooped posture, may cause a per- 
manent curvature of the spine. If 
there does seem to be such a “bow- 
ing,” never try to correct it your- 
selff Don’t make her do special 
corrective exercises unless your
